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Farmland Soils 



Much of the site is prime farmland agricultural soils 
Approximately 90% of the site is to remain open 
Project will comply with Farmland Protection Policy Act 



Wetlands 



Confirming wetlands databases, including National Wetland Inventory maps 
Project will attempt to avoid wetlands 



Floodplains 



Site contains one small area of identified floodplain near Tuckahoe Creek 
Project will attempt to avoid floodplains 



Ground Water 



Site lies atop Aquia Aquifer, a productive, high-yield aquifer 
Project will institute measures to protect ground water 
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- Potential effects on public views into project site is a key issue 

- Five viewpoints identified to represent key viewsheds +Ci 
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- No federal threatened, endangered or sensitive species on site (USFWS) 

- No state rare, threatened or endangered species on site (MD DNR) 

- Delmarva Fox Squirrel - not located on project site (USFWS) 

- Bald Eagles - No known nest within 5 miles (MD DNR) 

- Forest Interior Dwelling Birds located on site - Includes species such as 
warblers, woodpeckers, and vireos (MD DNR)
